Spote on the sun and the displays of 
the aurora borealis and. similar - miag- 
netic phenomena of the last few days, 
Was séen ‘by Dr. A. C. Crommelin of 
the Royal observatory, Greenwich. 

He told how it may be. possible that 
great streams of electrons thrown off 
by:.the sunspots, which he described 
ag tremendous whirlpools, of gas on 
the sun, may travel through the ether. 
until they come within the magnetic 
influence of the earth. 

Concentration of these electronic 
“streams toward: the North and South 
poles, he said, may give rise to the 
activity of the aurora and its accom- 
panying- phenomena. - 

“The sun is more active now than 
{t has been since 1922,” Doctor Crom- 
/Mmelins said. “Its -activity usually 
reaches its maximum in about four 
and’ a-half years after {ts minimum 
activity. .. : 

“Sunspots are vast whirlpools of 
gas on the surface of the sun, some 
of them 50,000: miles: across. ; 

“Magnetic disturbances on the 
earth now. are. generally ‘thought to 
be produced by streams of electrons 
projected from the ‘surface of the sun, 
when it fs especially active. 

“The sunspots may well be* “the. 
origin of ‘these stream@. of’ electric 
particles which cross 96,000,000 miles 
“of ether between the sun and earth 
and create magnetic: storms on the 
earth, generally producing at the 
same time the phenomenon - the 
‘aurora’ borealis...

CAVERN. MONUMENT 
ATTRACTS VISITORS | 


"One = Uncle Sam’s Great- 
est Scenic Wonders. 


Washington. — - Cafisbad | caverna, 
New Mexico, one of Uncle Sam's .of- 
ficial scenic wonders for the past three 
years, bas gained such popularity 
since. its “setting aside as- a national 
monument’ in October, 1923, and its 
extensive exploration by the National 
Geographic society, that It now. draws 
more visitors than géme of the great 
American caves known for many dec- 
ades, Highways leading to. the na- 
tional monument have been improved, 
and during the month of August this 
year--3,248 persons: visited the caves, 
aecording to information reaching thé 
National Geographi¢ _ society's head- 
quarters here. 

An Underground Fairyland. 

A communication to the society from 
the late Dr. Willis T.° Lee, who con- 
ducted its explorations, described the 
vast underground fairyland. 

“About half a mile from the foot of 
the shaft,” wrote Doctor Lee, “we en- 
ter the part of the cave reserved as a 
national monument and soon pass be- 
neath the natura! opening. This open- 
ing far above us, which seems so awe- 
some at the surface, appears from 
the floor of the spacious cavern like a 
small_ and very -Inconspicuous aper- 
ture. Here we give it scarcely a sec-, 
ond thought and pass on to the more: 
impressive features which appear at 
each turn. 

“As we proceed we gradually make 
our way deeper and deeper into the 
earth. For nearly a mile, or a distance 


almost equivalent to that from the | 


White House along Pennsylvania ave- 
nue to the capitol, in Washington, we 
traverse a passage of astonishing. di- 


‘mensions, The walls are very irregu- 


lar, approaching to within 100 féet of 
each other In a few places, then réced> 
| ing in lateral chambers many times 
that width. At the side of the pase 
Sageway are many alcaves opening in- 
to rooms, few of which haye been ex- 
plored. Y 

Polished by Vanished Stream. 

“In most places the walls are 


; rough and jagged, where masses of 
| rock, now” iying ‘on the floor, have 


fallen. But in a few places the walls 
are relatively smooth, having been 
polished by waters which flowed 


threygh this passageway ages ago. 


"Shere is relatively little dripstone 
in “this ‘part of the cave. And yet 
every now and again, as a-beam~ of 
Hght is directed Into the darkness, one 
ts startled at ‘the sight of a snow: 
white figure perched on some rock, 
like the proverbial ghost. on a tomb- 
stone, These are stalagmites built up 


_by the slow dripping of water ‘charged

Music bas become ‘an indispensable 
part of college life. It is of inestima- 
ble value to the college proper, and 
of great imaterial and spiritual benefit 
to the student who takes an active 
part in It. 

This is the composite sentiment of 
close to 200 presidents of American 
colleges and universities and heads of 
music departments in institutions of 
higher learning who contributed to a 
survey of college music just completed 
by the Conn Music Center, Wikhart, 
Ind. ‘The survey shows that musical 
training in colleges has doubled in 
popularity in ten years. 

Muste not only adds eolor to college 
athletic events, supplements and 
rounds out the varied activities of the 
eampus and assembly hall, but is of 
distinct advantage to the member of 
the glee club, the sextette, the college 
orchestra, band or whatever other or- 
ganizations may be functioning within 
the college, In the opinion of these 
college executives. Music helps pre- 
gerve a high morale in the fnstituilon, 
it alds in building the character of its 


young men and women, provides an- 


opportunity for a good number of 
them to pay their own way through 
college, and in many instances, pre- 
pares them for a life of usefulness 
along lines they are naturally best fit- 
ted for. : 
Helps Character Bullding. 

Great stress is laid hy eollege heads 
on the benefits of niusical training in 
character ‘biitlding. the survey re- 
vealed. Fully one-fifth of tbe college

~All but three of the colleges repre- 
‘ented in the survey find their mu- 
sieally trained students more efficient 
fn their studies than those not so 
trained. “They usually make grades 
above the avernge,” is the experience 
at Bethel college, in Tennessee, and 
DePaul university at Chicago finds 
“mustcally-trained pupils at the top 
tm their. studies.” At Wellesley col-

Students as Leaders. 

Forty-six per cent of the colleges 
reported band and orchestra Work as | 
part of their school curriculum, Five 
per cent of the total enrollment of the 
colleges are members off-college bands | 
and orchestras, of which 18 Per cent | 
gre women students, with the girts | 
playing almost exctusively ip orches- 
tras. Leaders for these college bands 
are drawn for the most part from the 
faculty ranks, though some colleges 
use students as leaders and another 
small group goes outside for leader 
talent. 

Playing in the coliege orchestra is 
somewhat more popular than the band 
with the boys. ns well as gifla. Ap- 
proximately 10 per cent of college stu- 
dents who play nn instrument in the 
college band or orchestra end up 
eventually in the ranks of professional 
musicians, 

“torn Their Way Through,” 

“Horning one’s way through college” 
compares very favorably with other 
methods of self-support through the 
college yenrs, according to the college 
executives contributing to the survey. 
Despite the comparatively MNmited op- 
portunities offer¢d In the avetage col- 
lege town, fully one-fourth of all the 
students playing In the cofege bands 
and orchestras: are paying for their 
education with thefr instruments. 
Students’ carnings range all the way 
from board and room, two-ollar-an- 
hour tuition fee, and up to two thou- 
sand dollars a year. Twelve per cent 
of the college executives in the sur- 
vey are of the opinion that playing 
one’s way through school paye better 
than other means; another J2 per 
cent thought it offered an eaSler way 
to make one's way through, while a 
goodly number of others saf@ that it 
tnterfered least with the students’ 
school work. ; 

Saxophone Rates High. 

Among those playing thelr way 
through. college, the viciin comes first 
fn the preference of instruments. 
The saxophone is second Choice of 
callege players, but seventh, with gist 
musicians, Piapo is the s@cond fa- 
yorite instrument with the girls, and 
third with the beys. Corpet comes 


‘fourth ia the preference of both the 


young men and women. Organ is the 
next favorite with the boys, ang flute 
with the girls. Other instruments in 
the order’ of favor with the young 
men are the trumpet, the trombone. 
the horn, drum, banjo and mandelin 
With the giris, it is the drun, clerimet. 
troinbone, harp, banjo, trumpet, organ 
and mandolin. . : 

A striking fact brought out in the 
rarvey was the close relation be- 
tween music and student leadership. 
Fully 40 per cent of all the outstand- 
ing college students, class presidents, 
student leaders, ete., are reported to 
be playing some kind of an instru- 
ment. 

Musle Fights Crime. 

That music ts the greatest deterrent 
to crime, is the epinion volced by the 
dean of the college of music of New 
York university, who wrote: “If we 
were to organize a band of orchestra 
in every pn school, high school, 
college, untversity, boys’ or girts’ club, 
or place an tostrument into the hands 
‘of @¥ery boy or girl at an age when 
understanding and appreciation be 
come evident so t the cAlld’s mind 
{s aroused su tly to make him 
the instrument 
which he likes best, I belicve that we 
would have, in from ten to fifteen 
years, from $0 to T% per cent less dope 
fiends; criminals and gamblers in the 
United States,”
